““With every town they take, the 
Rebels are finding they have only 
captured a ability,” Raven sald. 
He {fs tourlng the country raising 
funds for the repatrintion of 400 
wounded members of his battalion, 

“The Loyalists having nothing to 
Jose are fast gaining the advantage. 
Besides, they have everything—life, 
jhome’ and {y¢édom—to fight for,” he 
snid. “The Loyalists will win In 
Spain,” he added, confldently, 

Raven, decorated by the Spantsh 
government for bravery under fire, 
lalned the Loyalist forces In Decem- 

er, 1936, ufter deserting medical 
studies in Pittsburgh. Twice with- 
in his first three months of serwee 
he was wounded, 

Near Madrid soon thercatfter, while 
carrying a. hand grenade attempting 
to dislodge on dozen rebels from a 
nearby trench, Raven was struck In 
the face by a grennde. As he drop- 
ped, to. the ground, blinded for life, 
hix‘own grenade exploded inflicting 
permanent injuries to both his legs, 

“Italy and Germany—the Loyalists 
are not really fighting, Franco—are 
both facing financial crises,” Raven 
sald in explaining the basis for his 
admittedly biased statement. “Credit 
is ever harder to get from munitions’ 
manufacturers, and they (Italy and 
‘Germany) cannot afford to put out

Canton, Aug. 8. 

‘The Roman Catholic Cathedral 
suffered heavy damayte In this after- 
noon's raid, when three bombs burst 
within 20 yards of the front of the 
church, turning — the Cathedral 
frounds {nto a- horrigle tanss of 
human remains. 

Of those taking: shelter in what 
wus regarded as the sanctuary of the 
grounds of the Cathedral, which was 
marked by a French flag, 39 were 
killed and 60 Injured. 

All the stalned = glass — windows 
were smashed, while the floor was 
ittered with crucifixes, flowers, 
candlés and glass. 

The only part untouched was the 
high altar and the chapel dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary.

Ages, argued that there must 
necessarily be seven planets be- 
cause “there are seven windows 
in the head, two nostrils, two 
eyes, two ears and a mouth; so 
in the heavens there- are two 
favourable stars, two unpropiti- 
ous, two luminaries, and Mercury 
alone undecided and indifferent. 
From which and many other 
similar . phenomena of Nature, 
such as the seven metals, otc., 
which it were tedious to enumer- 
ate, we gather that the number 


of plancts is necessarily seven.” 


We may amile ‘at the lack of 
logic in such an argument, but 
it is quite as logical as astro- 
ogy... °¢ 

The early astrologers, unlike 
those of to-day, were at least 
observers of the stsrs and 


times for sowing sceds or setting ‘planets, ~ 


eggs can be indicated, the course 
of world events can be foretold. 
There seems to be nothing-how- 
ever great or however small, 
however important or however 
trivial, that is not controlled by 
the stars. 

This cult hos so many ad- 
herents that several’ daily and 
Sunday papers have an astrolo- 
gical column. - There are maga- 
zines devoted to it. They pander 
to.the desire, inherent in many 
of us, to know what the fiiture 
holds in store, the desire that 
sends people to the palmist and 
to the crystal-gazer. 


The astrologer will cast: and 
progress a horoscope and will 
advise about the future—for-n 
fee, of course. It ig significant 
that I do not know of any astro- 
loger who is an observer of the 
stars; nor.do I know any serious 
observer of the stars who is an 
astrologer, 


It is the task of the-astrono- 
mer to observe and to study the 
ee 
fore launching into criticism of 
British administration is . to 
compare Hongkong with the 
cities of China proper.

British flag. That this occups- 
tion and this enterprise were not 
unwelcome to the vast majority 
of Chinese people it would be 
impossible to argue; for the fact 
is that: Chinese, just the same as 
British subjects, have had equal 
opportunities of developing in- 
dustry and commerce out of this 
port and have not been slow in 
‘ Obviously it 
would be stupid to argue that 
British commercial interests 
which built up this Colony were 
motivated by anything but a 
desire to “expand their trade, 
swell their bank balances and 
stay on good terms with their 
potential customers in China and 
at Home. But it would be 
equally unfair to deny that the 


.{British tenure of this island and 


the little strip of mainland has 
not given many thousands of 
Chinese better wages and better 
living condition than they could 
have obtained in their own 
country.

Diseases can be diagnosed, wea- 
ther can be predicted, suitable 
times for sowing seeds or sctting 
eggs can be indicated, the course 
of world events can be foretold. 
Thero seems to be nothing how- 
ever great or however small, 
however important or however 
trivial, that is not controlled by 
the stars, . 

This cult has so many ad- 
herents that several daily and 
Sunday papers have an astrolo- 
gical column. There are maga- 
zines devoted to it. They pander 
to the desire, inherent in many 
of us, to know what the futuro 
holds in store, the desire that 
sends people to the palmist and 
to the crystal-gazer. 

The astrologer ‘will cast and 
progress a hproscope and will 
advise about the future—for a 
fee, of course. It is significant 
that I do not know of any astro- 
loger who is an observer of the 


stars; nor do I know any serious! 


observer of the stars who is an 
astrologer, _ 

It is the task of the astrono- 
mer to observe and to study the 


pondcrously at times, to make 
Hongkong _ comfortable ‘and 
attractive to the Chinese as well 
as to the foreign resident..

ly that astrology is rubbish, a 
mere collection of empirical rules 
that have come down through 
the dim mists of past ages. — 

I do not deny the antiquity 
of astrology. Its lineage-can be 
traced back to’ the 'Chaldcans, 
several thousands of years ago. 
The science of to-day has gradu- 
ally emerged from the confused 
jdeas and arbitrary assumptions 
of past ages, ~. . 

Francesco Sizzl, in the Middle 
Ages, argued that there must

cause “there are seven windows 
in the head, two nostrils, two 
cyes, two ears and a mouth; so 
in the heavens there are two 
favourable stars, two unpropiti- 
ous, two luminaries, and Mercury 
nfone undecided and indifferent. 
From which and many ‘other 
similar phenomena of Nature, 
such as the seven metals, ctc., 
which it were tedious to enumer- 
ate, we gather that the number 
of planets {s necessarily seven.” 

We may smile at the lack of 
logic in such an argument, but 
it is quite as logical as aatro- 
logy. 

The early astrologers, unlike 
those of .to-lay, were at least 
observers of the stars and 
planets. 

Though many of their inter- 


.pretations of what they observed 


were valueless,’ their observa- 
tions were of great value and 
paved the way for the science 
of astronomy, just as the alche- 
mists in their. mistaken search 
for the elixir, of life and the 
philosopher's stone, which would’ 
turn everything that it touched 
into gold, paved the way for the 
science of chemistry. 
Astrologers frequently assert 
that John Flamsteed, the first 
Astronomer Royal, was an astro- 
loger and that he cast a horo- 
scope to guide the erection. of 
the Greenwich Observatory.

The 
movements of the planets during 
the two hours after birth are 
said to condition the first month 
of life; the movemnents during 
the first day to condition the 
first, year of life, during the 
second day to condition the 
second year of life, and so on. 

When the plancts come with- 
in certain distances of one an- 
other, events take on a definite 
pattern, cither of good or iu, 
according to the distance, 

TL have sought to find in books 
on astrology somo justification 
for the supposed all-pervading 
effects of the heavenly bodies 
on human life ‘and activities. I 
have found general statements 
such as that there is a coinci- 
dence of ‘earth ovents with those 
taking place elsewhere im the 
solar system (the only. exempli- 
fication given for this is that 
weather on the earth is influen- 
ced by spots on the gun), and 
that all men are subject to the 
Jaws by which the, earth is 
governed, ‘ 

I have found nothing more 
substantial. Surely a, slender 
foundation on which 'to base 
such far-reaching assertions.

Syrla where he crushed tha Druse 
rebellion in 1925. |. 

Gamelin was a ‘Joffre protege in 
much the same manner that Wey- 
gand was a protege of Foch, 

It fs generally acknowledged now 
he drew up the plany which gave 
France the decisive victory at the 
first battle of the Marne,, a victory 
which for many yoars was credited 
to Joffre. 

.. Joffre first notleed Gamelin when 

he completed hls studies at the Ecole 

de Guerre in 1908 with the rank of 

captain. On leaving that school he

Joffre again called Gamelin when, 
profiting by Von Kuck's error, he 
tteclded to throw Manoury'’s army of 
Paris into battle on the Marne, 
Gameuln Is now eredited with having 
alls#ned the French forees in per- 
fect battle order, : 

Ifeutenant-colonel = fn 
November, 1914, Gamelin became 
chief of operations at Aeneral head- 
quarters and remained at that post 
until January, 1916, when. he was 
named commander of the 2d brigade 
pf chasseurs on the Somme. His 
efficiency as a line officer cqualled 
that of his stall career, 

At 44 he commanded a fall army 
division, Hs rescue of the besieged 
garrison at Rachays, Syria, in 1925, 
placed him In the publle eye.

57, gained 
his reputation ax) commander of 
French naval batteries at Verdun, 
in the ‘Olsevtand Champalgn fronts 
and .in Belgium during: the World 
War, Aftet the war he commanded 
the French ffotilla on the Rhine. He 
was then appointed chief-of-stafl of 
the Far Eastern squadron, 

He was a member of the French 
delegation to the London Naval 
Conference, His reputation as a first 
rate organizer earned him the post 
of chief of.the military cabinet ot 
the navy department which he re- 
organized comptietely during his term 
of ollice, 

Darlan is credited with drawing up 
the recent naval programmes. — His 
motto Js that the flect must be on 
a war time basis at all times. Since 
his uppointment os chicf-of-staff, the 
flvets have undergone — Intensive 
perlods of open sea manceures, 

Gen, Joseph Vulllemin, 50, chief 
of the alr force, carned hts initial re- 
putation as a flier during the World 
War. He Is responsible for the or- 
ganizaion of the French alr force 
in Morocco. 

In 1933 he led 28 bombers on a 
tour of the French  ossesstons. 
While the flight was not spectacular 
from the paint of view of distance 
covered or speed, it was a clockiike 
performance devoid of any serious 
uccidents, During the war he singlc- 
handedly saved a regiment of Tuni- 
slans by attacking four, German 
planes.

Captain R. C. Bourne, Conservative 
M. P. for Oxford, dled ‘In London to-

Robert “Chott Bourne, onrsman, 
[tobe and polltician, whs born In 
1888 und educated at Eton and New 
College, Oxford. His father wos 
Colone!t Glibert Bourne, D. Sc., of 
Cownrne Court, Herefordshire, 

At Oxford he was stroke yin the 
University Eight and in the four 
successive years 1909 to 1912 carried 
It to victory in the annual race 
nyainst Cambridge. : 

Graduating In 1911, 
‘cnme a barrister at Lincoln's Inn two 
years later. In the World War he 
served ns an officer of the Hereford 
Territorial Regiment and was wound- 
ed following the Innding of a force 
at Sulva Buy, Gallipoli. Promoted 
captain in 1917, he served on the 
Claims Commission until the end of 
the war. 

He afterwards — tool: 
interest In the affairs of Hereford- 
shire, becoming n member of the 
County Council nnd a Justice of the 
Peace. In 1924 he was cleeted 
Conservatlve M. P. for Oxford City 
and, making a clos¢ study of the 
rules und precedents of parliamentary 
procedure, was: recognised in a few 
years os one of the best authorities on 


an active 


the subject among the younger mem- 


bers. 

In 1931 he was appointed Deputy 
Chairman of Committees. His sound 
memory and quickness of decision did 
much to save tlme on the Committee 
stage of Bills, while ‘his clear 
enunciation Ieft no room for mls- 
understanding. 

In June, 1935, Capt. Bourne was 
made a member of the Privy. Council. 
He was umpire for the Oxford nnd 
Cambridge boat’ race in that year. 
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
